Because the civilian doctors left 
Furnes at the time of the first bom- 
bardment, the town has been without 
all medical service except that pro- 
vided for the military. 

Our workers have, therefore,opened 
a small **Poste de Secours ” in connec- 
tion with the depot, where, since the 
cpenion six months ago, more than 
1200 persons haye received free\ronsul- 
tation and medical supplies; the con- 
sultation being given by the military 
doctor of the Divisional Headquarters, 
who very kindly volunte@red to come 
to the depot every morning and pre- 
scribe fof the yariovs ailments. 

Extra comforts which are sent 
through our Fund to the Belgian sol- 
ders are distributed to them through 
the Army soldiers, our depot being on 
the direct read to the trenches, where 
soldiers pass every day. 

We support entirely two colonies of 
children, who have been sent from 
the firing line into France, and are 
now installed in convents near Rouen. 
These children have been rendered 
homeless, many of them without 
either father or mother, but the Bel- 
gian Government was desirous that 
their education should go on, and so 


have installed them. where they are!

In Berlin the school authorities have 
asked teachers to recommend the 
wearing of “Pantinen”: to the poorer 
of their children. Pantinen are wood- 
en soles without heels, fastened over 
the feet by leather straps. This step 
-has been taken in consequence of the’ 
great rise in the price of leather which 
makes it impossible for the very 
poor to provide boots for their chil- 
dren.

Danger From Stoves Without Safe 
and Proper Chimneys. * 


A sequence of the annual apring 
housecleaning period in the home 
ix the exodus of cooking stoves and 
ranges to the summer kitchens. This 
removal involves a considerable fire 
risk. The summer kitchen naturally 
suggests a building of more or less 
flimsy construction, usually a frame 
lean-to without a proper chimney. 
Too often a stovepipe through wall or 
roof serves‘as a smoke outlet, without 
the surrounding 
woodwork. 

The same care should be exercis- 


' ed with stoves and ranges in summer 


as in winter. Woodwork should be 
protected by sheet metal, with at 


jeast two inches of air space between 


the metal and woodwork. Sheet metal 
should also be placed under the stove, 
projecting sufficiently to overcome 
the danger from live coals falling upon 
the floor. 

Proper and safe chimneys should 
be’ provided, and, where necessary for 
pipes to go through frame partitions 
metal thimbles, provided with ventil- 
ated air spaces, should be used. 

Insurance companies will aot know- 
ingly accept ax a risk any building in 
which stove-pipes issue "through roof 
or sidewalls. Should such a condition 
be established and a fire occur from 
this cause, the companies are not 
called upon to pay the lows, the policy 
being void. It therefore of . the 
utmost importance to pro’ ide sale 
equipment for stoves in sommer

o—_Deuteronomy, 83, xxv. 

These words were spoken to the 
tribe of Asher. Their land waa the 
northernmost portion ascribed. to the 
tribes. It was along the seacoast and 
at the foot of the Lebanon mountains. 
A large part of it was hilly and rug- 
ged. Common sandals made of wood 
or leather would. soon be torn by the 
points of the sharp, flinty rocks. If 
they are to endure any sort of travel 
over their rough, hard ways they 
‘mut have shoes of a material that 
will stand the wear and tear of such 
an experience. Therefore, the re- 
markable blessing promised to Asher, 
“Thy shoes shall be iron and brass.” 
God will give His children just what

Now, speaking figuratively of shoes 
and disentangling aurselves from the 
‘local allusions of the text, what is 
the promise that God makes, that 
every one of His children may claim?

Life’s Ways are not Easy. 

No man can be so optimistic that 
he will truthfully state the contrary.

The Emperor uttered a rash state- 
ment about the “yellow peril,” which 
proved highly offensive to the Jap- 
anese, and Prince von Buelow in 
September, 1905, made a public state- 
ment rectufying the matter. For every 
single open indiscretion which he 
committed the Kaiser found himself 
openly taken to task by his Chancel- 
lor. 

In 1907 the latter referred in his 
Reichstag speech to the “Court Cam- 
arilia” and in the following year he 
publicly referred to the blazing indis- 
cretion of the Kaiser's letter to Lord 
Tweedmouth, 

A few months later occurred the 
crowning indiseretion, the interview 
given by the Kaiser for publication 
in an English newspaper. Prince 
von Buclow immediately offered his 
resignation. 

On retiring he proposed Dr. von 
Bethmann-Hollweg as * his successor 
‘and the latter was made Chancellor. 
The Government, however, soon pass- 
ed out of his hands to a considerable 
extent, as successive Ministers of 
Foreign Affairs usurped the admin- 
istrative position which Prince von 
Buelow had held. 

When the Prince retired he chose 
Rome as bis future home, his wife 
being am Italian princess. They se- 
lected the palace known as Villa 
Malta and renamed it Villa ef the 
Roses.

On the morning of Saturday, May 
18th, a great preparation of packing 
kita, etc., for a long journey overseas, 
was commenced by the 80th Battalion. 
After inapection of kits in the morn 
ing the Battalion was confined to bar- 
racks until further orders, the bar- 
racks being well guarded, Saturday 
afternoon the —e. was paraded 
to the park ere they spent the 
afternoon in sports. Saturday eyen- 
ing about seven o'clock the Battalion 
“as marched to the Armouries with 
full equipment. Here they bid their 
ftiends and acquaintances farewell. 
After spending a few hours in this 
way the ladies of Belleville gave each 
soldier a package of sandwiches, very 
neatly tied into two smaller — 
These sandwiches certainly tasted 
good to us, as we had not had any- 
thing to eat from 
After lunch the Battalion paraded the 
main street of Belleville for the last 
time, The band of the S0th, assisted 
by the band of the 155th, played many 
patriotic and rerimental airs as we 
marched through the streets. The 
streets were crowded with people, and 
cheers and farewells to our soldier 
mates came from all directions. Just 
before boarding the train we were 

iven one more chance to bid all a last 
arewell. This was very hard to do 
and also a very sad sight as many 
were crying and having, maybe, their 
last loo 
..The transports were composed of 
two trains of about twenty cars each. 
The coaches were old sleepers used for 
nothing else but for the transporta- 
tion of troops. The right half bat- 
talion and the band made up the first 
train which left Belleville at the C. N. 
i. depot about 10,30 o'clock, followed 
by the left half battation on the sec- 
ond train, which left half an hour 
later. 

After proceding on our journey for 
atime we let down our berths, and 
not having a mattress or quilts to 
sleep'on, two of us bumked together, 
meen one blanket on the hard 

ards under us and the other three 
over us and withall our clothes on and 
sleeping fine, being use to sleeping in 
ee way. We were nearly all 
awakened at. Smith’s Falls by the 
people who came to the depot to see 
us as Wwe passed through. 

About seven o'clock Sanday morn- 
ing we arrived in Montreal.

of 14 cows gives on the average 7,732 
Ibs. milk and 248 Ibs. fat, while o 
es 
only 4,087 Ibs. milk and 155 Ibs. fat. 
Indeed, in looking over the records in 
eleven districts the average difference 
between the high herd averages and 
the low ones amounted to 4,689 Ibs. 
milk and 140 Ibs. fat per cow. This is 
certainly an extraordinary difference. 
and indicates that it will pay to cal- 
culate what cows can do, 

Take it another way: in 1914 sixty 
patrons of two creameries began this 
cow calculation, cow testing. It was 
found in 1915 that their herds had 
made a gain over their 1913 record of 
Tl pounds of fat per cow, a gain of § 

cent. But on the other hand the 
913 patrons of the same two cream 
eries who did not go io for cold cal- 
culations fell off 87 pounds ef fat per 
cow, 17 per cent. 

If the men not cow testing bad 
made gains with their cows in the 
two years fas those made who were 
testing, it would have meant an in- 
crease in the output of 58,382 pounds 
of butter !

fing in Ttaly’s favor, Lastly in Macedonia the Anglo-French-Serbian army is 
- weparently waiting only for the Gisbanding of the Greek army—s disbanding 
“which ws s@riingly té be brought about by the coercion of the allied fleet—in 
order to begin an offensive minet the Bulgarian front. The iron ring about 
the Teutonic Leagne is evidently beginning to tighten.

Letter from the Front

letter received from Corp. Harry 
Breakell, of the Grenade Section, 2nd

Receiyed your welcome letter of 
April 6th and was very pleased to get 
it.

A teaspoonful of blood 
flour added to each feed of skimmed 
milk adds to its feeding value a 
prevents scours, The skimmed mil 
should always be fed warm, 98 to 100 
degrees gr blood heat, being about 
right. 


The bucket from which the calf’ is 
fed should be washed and scalded 
after each feeding. The use of filthy 
slop buckets and unclean and sour 
milk will surely result in unthrifty 
calves and in a great deal of trouble 
with scours. 
Get On Feed. 


Within three or four weeks the 
calf will begin*to eat bran and shelled 
corn, and: will nibble at hay. 
amall amount of these materials 
should, therefore, be provided. 
clean clover or alfalfa hay gives the 
hest results. Care should be taken 
not to give too much grain. A safe 
rule is té give a little less than the 
calf wil clean up. 

At the age of ten to twelve weeks, 
if a good pasture is available, the 
calf will be able to get a living from 
grass.

During this period, attention should 
be given to the marketing of broilers, 
old hens, green ducks, and the sum- 


mers egg supply. It is also the time |

' very care should be given the gow- 
iug chicks, not that rcs should be 
‘pampered, but they should be well fed 
and given range on “aweet soil”. The 


| feeding need not be of such a nature 


that it requires a great deal of work; 
have some system but make it simple. 
Use hoppers into which mix grain 
may be put, and if you have milk be 
sure that the chicks get all they want. 
With milk, extra animal food will not 
be required. See that the hoppers are 
kept Aled. and if you wish to give an 
occasional mvist mash, all right; but, 
if the chicks are doing well and have a 
good start, the bopper feed will be 
sufficient. : 

Late Cutcxs.—Ifchicks were hatch- 
ed in June, get them on to fresh ground 
and give them extra care and feed. 
In addition to the hoppers. see that 
they have every day a‘ moist mash— 
all that they will eat up clean in about 
half an hour. If it can be avoided, do 
not let the late chicks run with the 
larger chicks; see that the quarters 
— kept clean, and watch for head 

ice. 

MARKET THE HeENe.—If all the old 
bens were not marketed in June dis- 
pose of them now; if they — to 
the American breeds they are not like- 
ly to lay many eggs during the sum- 
mer. It is a good plan to cull out 
from last year’s pullets the birds that 
you do nor intend to use for breeding 
purposes next year ; see that they are 
well fleshed before they go to market. 

BroiLers.— Dis of aa many as 
possible of the cockerels that are large 
enough to sell as broilers ; towards 
the end of this month the prices will 
be lower ; cockerels which can not be 
profitably sold should be kept to sell 
as roasters, Early selling cuts down 
the expense of production, gives more 
room for the pullets, and l-aves the 
market freer in the fall for the roast- 
ers that have to be sold at that time of 
the vear. 

Green Duckxs.—All ducks intended 
for market purposes should be kept 
from ranning water. Feed thém a 
good liberal mash, keep their quarters 
clean, and give them all the water 
they want todrink. Aim to havethem 
well fleshed by the time they have

Tur- 
key has received a heavy -blow through the Arabic revolution in the religious 
centres of Islam and has before her, in addition te her present heavy tasks, 
an obligation.to recover the domination of the Holy places.- In the mean- 
time, in Mesopotamia the Moslems haye arisen 4 ainst them. 

In Britain to-day all fit subjects between 1! and 41 have automatically 
become members of His Majesty's forces under the Military Service Act. In = 
men and munitions Britain is now well equipped for great events. Men's 
minds are speculating upon the possibility of a general o ensive of the Allies 
on the Western front. 

All press reports from both allies and enemy successes express the belief 
that the great offensive which has been predicted for months is now com: 
mencing. 

Our knowledge of the British operations is positive on several important 
points.
